Mr. Chamberlain Says They Have 
Made Newfoundland Condi- 
tions Intolerable. 



He Will at Once Open Negotiations 
aud Hopes for a Speedy 
Arrangement.

St. John's, Nfld., Nov. 24.— The colon- 
ial ministry to-day received by the Eng- 
lish mail despatches from Right Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain, British secretary 
of state for the colonies, intimating that 
he hnd been furnished with the prelim- 
inary report of the royal commissioners 
who recently returned from the colony 
where they had been investigating the 
French shore question. 

Mr. Chamberlain stated that the con- 
dition of affairs represented by the com- 
missioners was intolerable and that he 
was preparing to open negotiations with 
France for a settlement of the question 
so as to enable the colony to pursue its 
industries unhampered by the restrictions 
created by the existence of more or less 
substantial French rights. 

Mr. Chamberlain bespoke the cordial 
co-operation of the colonial ministry and 
the legislature In any arrangement ar- 
rived at, promising to expedite the ne- 
gotiations as much as possible. 



VANCOUVER AFFAIRS. 

Gulden Cache Shareholders Moving for 
Official Investigation— The New 
Steamship Scheme. 

Vancouver, Nov. 24. — The adjourned 
meeting of the shareholders of the 
Golden Cache was held at the board of 
trade olllces yesterday, Vice-President 
Skene in the chair. The committee ap- 
pointed at the previous meeting submit- 
ted their report, and on motion for its 
adoption u very lively discussion ensued, 
during which personalities and mutual 
recriminations were rife. The general 
wisli of the shareholders appeared to be 
that the Attorney-General be memorial- 
ized to hold an official investigation into 
the affairs of the company, but techni- 
cally a motion to that effect was not, 
according to the opinion of the com- 
pany's counsel, in order, so the meeting 
was further adjourned to December 7, 
to enable that motion to be put. 

Mr. Richards, of the proposed British 
Columbia and Pacific Steam Navigation 
company, who are projecting a steam- 
ship line between San Francisco and 
Vancouver, is now engaged in soliciting 
the moral support of corporations and 
boards of trade in Eastern Canada.

LOCOMOTIVE EXPLODES. 

Engineer and Fireman Obliterated and 
Fifteen Freight Curs 
Wrecked. 

Cincinnati, Nov. 2.'5.— A locomotive on 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
railroad at Jones station, near Hamil- 
ton, exploded to-night, wrecking 15 
freight ears, tearing up the road and 
utterly destroying the locomotive.

Washington, Nov. 24. — President Mc- 
Kinley is well satisfied that Spain will 
acquiesce in his demands. Press des- 
patches to the contrary do not disturb 
him, for advices from the American com- 
missioners nre very strong that when 
delay is no longer possible Spain will re- 
luctantly yield. Even if Rios should 
withdraw, as threatened, advices are 
that the other members of the Spanish 
commission -would act without him. Rios 
has political ambitions und is playing to 
the galleries. 

European governments generally re- 
gard our offer as generous. A refusal to 
sign would give this country the greater 
part of . r 20,000,000 Cor the President's 
plan for immediate action would be to 
take possession of nil the principal ports 
in the Philippines, and advices from 
army officers at Manila are that 5,000 
more troops would be enough to do that. 
TRADE CONCESSIONS. 

Secretary Hay explains the "open 
door" term used by the American peace 
commissioners is the application of tar- 
iff terms to the Philippines which will 
operate equally against products of ull 
nations. No nation is to have any ad- 
vantage whatever, not excepting the 
United States itself. Products from this 
country are to pay the same rates o£ 
duty as similar products from Spain, 
England, Germany or any other country 
in the world. This is the secretary's in- 
terpretation of the term "open door," 
and not that it means free trade or the 
abolition of nil duties, as some critics 
have asserted. While duties would lie 
collected on American products, they 
would go into the United States treas- 
ury. 

London; Nov. 24. — The Madrid corres- 
pondent of the Daily Mail says: "Min- 
isters deny that the Americans have of- 
fered Spain equal commercial privileges 
in the Philippines. They declare on the 
contrary that the United States com- 
missioners have only offered to negoti- 
ate after a peace treaty has been sign- 
ed. As a special treaty with regard to 
Spanish commerce, the Americans have 
demanded Young island in the Caroline 
group as a. coaling and cable station." 

The Berlin correspondent of the Times 
remarks this morning on the scepticism 
of German critics regarding the sincer- 
ity of America's intention to adopt the 
open-door policy in the Philippines, nnd 
calls attention to German speculation 
on the prospect of protection in the Am- 
erican possessions in the Pacific. He 
continues: "The Neust Nuchriclitcn 
draws attention to the treaty of 1877 
between Spain, Great Britain nnd Ger- 
many, securing freedom of trade In the 
Sulu Archipelago for Anglo-German 
shipping, and says that Prince Bis- 
marck at that time successfully contest- 
ed Spain's claim to have the Stilus re- 
garded as belonging to the Philippine 
group." 

The correspondent draws attention to 
the fact that n. section of the Germans 
"hastily assumes that America will 
claim the Stilus," and suggests that this 
is a point upon which an understanding 
with Great Britain with a view to 
joint action, appears indispensible." 

The Daily News in an editorial in re- 
ference to the "open door" policy In the 
Philippines and the constitutional diffi- 
culty it presents to America, says; "In 
the United States themselves opinion is 
sharply divided over the future of the 
Philippines, Enthusiasm for American 
expansion will be considerably abated if 
it means a proportionate extension of 
the Dinghy tariff." 

SPAIN WILL ACCEPT. 

Paris, Nov. 23.— At the request of the 
Spanish commissioners, there will be no 
joint session to-day, pending instructions 
from Madrid. The date of the next 
meeting is not arranged. The postpone- 
ment is regarded as a hopeful sign that 
the treaty will he signed. Although the 
Madrid government had not yet received 
the text of the American ultimatum, the 
Spanish had received quite enough to 
enable them to instruct the commission- 
ers to retire were such their intentions. 
The belief was confidently ' expressed by 
several of the American commissioners 
in conversation with a correspondent of 
the Associated Press to-day, that before 
the time expired for an answer Mon- 
day next, the Spaniards will acquiesce 
in the United States' Philippine offer.

Vancouver, Nov. 23.— Mrs. Treat, 
■wife of Manager Treat, of the Van 
Anda mine, on Texnda island, discovered 
in a most unexpected manner an hn- 
uicnse vein of high-grade gold and cop- 
per quartz. 

She was on a visit to her husband, her 
home being in New York, and two 
weeks ago went up to the mine. While 
strolling two miles from the camp she 
picked up some rich looking rock, and 
following up the discovery, found a 
vein 20 feet wide, running right through 
the mountain. Experts were sent out, 
and pronounce it the biggest strike ever 
made up the coast. 

There arc thousands of tons of ore, 
averaging $20 u ton, in sight. One piece 
weighing five tons, was taken out last 
Saturday. It will be sent to the Paris 
exposition, as in gold and copper it runs 
.$50 to the ton. 

Mrs. Treat's discovery is, it is stated, 
-simply a mountain of very rich ore. A 
large force of men is now developing the 
mine. The discovery caused great ex- 
citement in local mining circles.

THE CUBAN DEBT. 

Madrid, Nov. 23.— A scnii-otlleinl note 
issued to-day contains an appeal to Span- 
iards to furnish assistance to save the 
national credit, if they do not wish for- 
eign capital to be withdrawn from Spain. 
The note adds: 

"Some people believe Cuba ought to as- 
sume her own debt, no matter in whose 
hands is her sovereignty, because she 
herself possesses the security therefor in 
the form of customs. If, however, no- 
body will assume her debt, Spain must 
pay what Cuba cannot, because Spain 
made herself responsible." 

Continuing, the note reads: 

"With respect to the Philippine islands, 
Spain must await the definite treaty of 
peace in order to know what conditions 
America will impose upon Spain through 
the Paris peace commissioners." 

Paris, Nov. 24. — The Spanish peace 
commissioners at noon to-day had not 
tixed upon the date to submit their final 
answer to the American propositions. 
But it is deemed most likely that Sat- 
urday will be the day appointed, and the 
opinion gains ground that the Spaniards 
will accept the proposals of the United 
States. A significant indication of this 
view of the situation was a remark 
dropped by Senor Abarzuza, of the Span- 
ish commission, to-day, that they expect- 
ed to remain here about a fortnight 
longer. The secretary for the Spanish 
commission, Senor Ojeda, saiil this morn 
Ing that the instructions from Madrid 
were not sufficiently matured to enabli 
them to appoint the time of next meet 
ing. 

OPEN DOOR AN ESSENTIAL. 

London, Nov. 24. — Lord Farrer, pre 
siding at the annual meeting of the Cob 
den Club this evening, in the course of 
his address said that America, having 
wisely or unwisely embarked upon a 
policy of expansion, would from the 
natural force of circumstances be im- 
pelled to extend her empire. No nation, 
lie asserted, had committed more econo 
micnl follies than the United States, and 
if she attempted to surround her new 
territories with a ring fence of protec- 
tion, he was inclined to think the era of 
good feeling now existing between Amer- 
ica and Great Britain would be very 
speedily dissolved. 

BITTER PILL FOR SPAIN. 

London, Nov. 24. — The Madrid corres- 
pondent of the Daily Mail says: "The 
cabinet will take a final decision to-mor- 
row, but is agreed in principle to author- 
ize Senor Montero Rios, president of the 
Spanish commission, to sign a pence 
treaty, although the commissioners may 
be instructed to insist upon its ratifica- 
tion by the cortes. 

"It is believed that this decision will 
provoke an internal crisis. It is report- 
ed that the Carlists have smuggled 
12,000 Mauser rifles across the frontier. 

"The Carlists' organ announces that 
Don Jaime, after a conference with his 
father, left Venice on a mysterious jour- 
ney, in company with a prominent Carl- 
ist leader. 

"The newspapers have commented 
bitterly upon the peace commissioners of 
the United States and upon the landing 
of American reinforcements in the Phil- 
ippines." 

CUBAN RESIGNATIONS. 

Madrid, Nov. 24.— In the decree ac- 
cepting the resignation of Marshal 
Blanco as captain-general of Cuba, the 
Queen Regent eulogizes the " zeal, in- 
telligence and loyalty" with which he 
has fulfilled his functions. 

Havana, Nov. 24. — The members of 
the cabinet to-day tendered their resig- 
nations to General Blnnco, who accept- 
ed them, but requested the secretaries to 
continue the 'exercise of their functions 
until his successor shall have taken pos- 
session. General Blanco has announced 
his intention of leaving on Saturday or 
Monday next by the steamer Villn 
Yerde.

Annlston, Ala., Nov. 24.— Members of the 
Third Alabama negro regiment caused great 
excitement here to-night. 

Shortly after dark Private Goldshnrt, of 
the Second Arkansas, while going towards 
camp from town, was shot In the head by 
a negro soldier, who also stabbed him la 
the back. Olldsliart was taken to the regi- 
mental hospital. 

A little later a member of the Fourth 
Kentucky was shot by negro soldiers, who 
were seen In a gully shooting nt white men 
as they passed. 

When the news of the trouble became 
known, the white soldiers who were la the 
city gathered around the prevost guard's 
headquarters and begged for guns and am- 
munition, crying because their requests 
were not granted. 

Mayor Nigh at once ordered all saloons 
closed. 

The armories of the two local inllltla 
companies were broken Into and every gun 
and cartridge appropriated by unknown 
parties. 

General Frank, who Is In command of 
(he troops here, came out and was on the 
streets until a late hour. Two companies 
each of the Third Tennessee and Second 
Arkansas were ordered out. They scoured 
the city and carried all soldiers not on 
duty hack to camp. 

It Is not known how many negroes have 
been killed or wounded. A negro soldier 
was dangerously beaten by some white 
soldiers this afternoon, and this Incident 
Is supposed to have caused the riotous ac- 
tions on the part of the negroes to-night. 



GALES ON BRITISH COASTS. 

Anxiety for Disabled Mail Packet-

London, Nov. 24.— The gale which set 
in yesterday continues but is abating in 
force. 

The mail packet which left: Calais for 
Dover yesterday was disabled and was 
obliged to return to Calais and transfer 
her passengers, among whom were Prince 
and Princess Rndziwill and the Princess 
of Monaco. The non-arrival of the 
packet at Dover caused great anxiety. 

Serious floods are announced to have 
occurred in Ireland. 

The gale is reported to have been very

GeoiJiO W. Bogus was elected treasurer 
of Xucomu in lS'.ll and re-elected for the 
fall term In the spring of 181)2, serving un- 
til April 17, 1804. lie was subsequently 
indicted of embezzling city funds through 
the Tncoma Trust & .Savings bank and 
the- State Savings bank, both of Tocomu. 
'Jt'lie last named institution failed soon ut- 
ter Hoggs retired from office. He was ac- 
quitted on tills charge. 

Alter removing to Southern Oregon 
Hoggs was Indicted for accepting Interest 
on city funds on deposit In tin- Ilann of 
Tncoma, the successor of the Taeoma Trust 
iV- Savings bank, during bis tenure or 
ofiice. lie was tried and convicted. A 
lung legal buttle for a new trial followed, 
the mutter being taken to the Supreme 
onrt. The decision was against Bogcs, 
Gov. McGaw refused to Interfere and the 
man who mice wielded more political pow- 
er in Tncoma than any other one man was 
sent to the penitentiary. 

It appears that the recent work of Hoggs' 
friends will also go for nothing, and tn.it 
no executive clemency can be looked for. 
Gov. llogers to-day addressed a letter to 
orge II. Stone, of Tacomn, who had been 
nctlve in working for Boggs' purdou. in 
this letter be nays:

I am to do what the 
majority want done. I am fully satlstled 
that a very large majority of the people 
of this state would consider Hint the par- 
don of George W. Hoggs was in the na- 
ture of a personal injury to them. 

".Mr. Hoggs' case is further complicated 
by the fact that he belongs to a class. We 
have, perhaps, a dozen county anil city 
treasurers, or custodians of public fund's 
ia the penitentiary.

In this class of eas< 
to secure pardon. Usually, however, the 
severe sentences nre imposed upon poor 
devils who have no friends and who ar 
nfterwards forgotten. This was the case In 
King county some ten years ago. when a 
poor devil, in company with three or four 
others, had assisted In "holding up" people 
on the slreets of Seattle. Afterwards be 
tried to break .lull. He got very little, il 
Anything, by this, and serious bodilv tmrn 
did not come to the men who were robbed 
Tins limn was given thirty-six years in I Ik 
penitentiary. As near as can be ascertain 
ed be bad never committed any crime be 
f o re. 

"There is another class of cases Involving 
prison doseipllue, where commutation, it 
seems to me, Is both right and proper 

"I have thus enumerated the three classes 
In which pardons or commutations should 
Issue. I know of no other'.-. No pardon 
has been Issued except It cam" under one 
of these three heads. 1 do not thing a par 
don will Issue while I remain In mv pre 
sent position unless Included as nbove."

Hut Kelly could not get hack or order 
restored the $17,87(1 that was paid into the 
pockets of the men who managed for the 
Lenox Athlectlc Club Tuesday night: hence 
tin' expressed regrets because of MeVey's 
untimely Interference. It Is now known 
that men In New York who had been bel- 
ting their money on Corbett sent three tele- 
grams westward. One went to Seattle 
Wash., another was sent to San Frnnctsc 
and the third to Portland Ore. Each tele 
gram was to a supporter of Corbett and 
rend: 

"Arrangements changed, Hedge your 
money." 

Tnousunds anil thousands of dollars were 
sent to Western cities to be placed on 
Sharkey. Corbett was seen at his home last 
night, He did not look ns If he bad been 
In a battle with ono of the heaviest men In 
the pugilistic world, as there was not 
mark on blin.

Season a Grievous Dis- 
appointment.

Victoria and New "Westminster met 
yesterday at trie? Caledonia park here in 
the last lacrosse match of the 'OS sea- 
son, ami although the game produced 
neither a definite nor n satisfactory 
championship decision, " flnla " may well 
be written to the history of the national 
game in the West if the ill-tempered dis- 
courtesy and unsportsmanlike conduct 
incidental to the match ure ever again 
to be permitted in this city. 

Not that the players in blue thus dis- 
giaccd the city or their colors; it was 
rather the over-enthusiastic friends of 
the club, and the management that per- 
mitted these friends to pass unchecked 
beyond the bounds oC decency in their 
expression* of antagonism to the visit- 
ing team. All through the match a 
small boy contingent devoted itself as- 
siduously to originating and voicing op- 
probrious epithets, supported and en- 
couraged by their elders along the fence, 
who would not themselves u > to the 
lengths the juveniles would-but were 
glad to have the* youngsters, much as 
the man who looks for an excuse to see 
the circus. 

Nor did the persistent insulting of the 
Westminster team end with the impot- 
ent conclusion of the engagement on the 
field, for the young small boy army 
followed the Royal City players back to 
town, and even went so far as to hurl 
a few stones and chunks of mud at 
them us they drove down Birdcage walk. 

As for the game, Westminster unques- 
tionably had the best of it, although the 
decision of Referee Dave Smith, giving 
the visitors the match, might very possi- 
bly be set aside on appeal. The Westmin- 
ster men had a 4 to 3 score in their 
favor, when darkness necessitated the 
calling of the game, and although the 
decision may technically have been at 
fault, Victor! a might do worse than 
show their sportsmanship and bow to 
the referee. Clever, clean and gentle- 
manly lacrosse is as line a spectator's 
game as any the world of athletics 
knows; there is a wide difference, how- 
ever, between such lacrosse and the win- 
ning of decisions by persistent squab- 
bling, quibbling and invocation of tech- 
nicalities. The lovers of s[wrt for 
sport's sake are as weary of the latter 
tactics as they are of slugging matches 
as extra features of the game. 

Conditions were not fitting for u high 
grade game of lacrosse yesterday. It 
was too lute in the year; the ground 
was slippery and untrustworthy; and 
Victoria, weakened by the absence of the 
Cullin brothers and Scholetield, did not 
present an aggregate strength equal to 
Westminster's. The running, checking 
and individual play in the early stages 
of the match eclipsed Westminster's, but 
on the other hand the men from the Era- 
ser and more reliable and practised com- 
bination, and it is combination that con 
stituto.s the science of lacrosse. 

"Mike" Finlaison for Victoria was the 
undisputed lion of the day, while Cheync 
for the visitors showed on several oc- 
casions all his old time brilliancy in 
stick-handling. Colin Blain, Delfry and 
young Stephen were also conspicuous 
throughout the match for clean and use- 
ful play that counted ami was to be 
commended, Others of both teams were 
equally conspicuous, but deserve cen- 
sure tattler than praise in consequence. 

The battle raged with varying suc- 
cesses, ji per centage, however, in favor 
of Westminster, until the end of the 
sixth game, when with a 4-11 score 
against them, and the end of the timi 
allowance measureably near, the hearts 
of Victoria's players and supporters were 
heavy within them. In the seventh, a 
goal scored by Bland revived enthusiasm 
and hope, and when a point was raised 
as to the deductions for rests from play- 
ing time, ami the eighth game started 
with the rules interpreted in Victoria's 
favor and 21 minutes left for play — 
Westminster taking the field without 
prejudice to a passible protest — the

The point \v:is, as raised by President 
.T. I>. Hall of the provincial association, 
that the new and as yet unpublished 
rules provide that where games last but 
ten minutes or less, live minutes only 
shall he allowed for rest; Westminster 
maintained that this rule had never been 
brought into force and effect. The de- 
termination uf Ihe matter took up much 
valuable time, so much indeed that the 
hall was at no time visible to the grand 
stand when the eighth game commenced. 

It had progressed possibly ten minutes 
when the referee's whistle sounded and 
the announcement was made thai he 
gave Ihe match to Westminster on ac- 
count of darkness. Then the vials of 
wrath were opened; Westminster's lato- 
ness'in taking the Held was discussed; 
and chagrin and disappointment found 
forcible expression. The decision, it was 
contended, was directly contrary to pre- 
cedent created when Victoria and West- 
minster drew witii the match well in 
favor of this city; however the decision 
may he, Victorians who did it gained 
nothing for the town by insulting the 
Westminster team because of the rul- 
ing. 

To treal the games more in detail. The 
first was an end to end playing back and 
forward of the rubber somewhat inef- 
fectually, while the teams settled to more 
serious business.

Vic- 
toria showed fine fidelity In checking, 
and the game became faster and more 
interesting, though with u flavor of 
roughness. Wolfenden and Oddy next 
varied lacrosse with a mix-up, and were 
retired to cool themselves. Without 
them the game drifted peacefully down 
to centre field, whore Blain got the ball 
and threw to Frank Smith, the latter 
scoring with a clean underhand shot 

Westminster was altogether on the 
aggressive for the sixth, in which N6r> 
man time and again did clever saving, 
until T. Oddy secured and by a chance 
shot from far to the side, scored after 
four minutes of play. 

Bland evened this game at the first 
opportunity, receiving the ball from a 
Finlaison -Bin in- St oplic as combination 
play, and sending it into the net with a 
swift ground shot. To play out time 
was now the tactics of the visitors, and 
several times the hall went flying over 
the fence into the gathering gloom when 
it appeared to the grand-stand that wild 
throwing was wholly inexcusable. The 
end came at a little after 5, when teams 
and spectators left the grounds— with 
nobody satisfied.

In the event of the 
new rule being decided to be applicable, 
with a time advantage in Victoria's fav- 
or, the match will he declared a draw- 
to be decided even later this season. Of 
course if Westminster wins the point as 
to the time to he deducted for rests, the 
Royal City gets the match and the cham- 
pionship "by the same token."

CARIBOO HYDRAULICING. 

One Million Dollars Spent in Prepara- 
tory Work On a Hugely Rich 
Field. 

From the Vancouver News- Advertiser. 

Mr. ,1. IS. Hobson, manager of the Con- 
solidated Cariboo Hydraulic Mining Com- 
pany, whose minus are near Quesnelle 
Forks, la company with Mr. L, P. War- 
ner, jr., the company's engineer, ami Mr. 
A. Oakley, the company's accountant, was 
In Vancouver on Tuesday, From the party 
the News-Advertiser learned Hint the result 
of the season's operations wus very sat's- 
tuctory for the quantity of water used. 
The product of the season's work amounts 
to about ?110,000. 

During the season a vast amount of de- 
velopment work was done In completing 
the equipment of the mine: two lines of 
sluices, 7 feet wide, were placed in the 
hed of Dancing liill guleli for the recovery 
of the gold from ' 1 lie lower or bedrock 
bench of lilgb-grade gravel. These sluices 
ure paved with Improved steel rit'llcs, weigh- 
ing in the aggregate 71) tons. 

A canal, 7 by 13 feet deep anil 10 miles 
In length, was commenced early in June and 
completed on November 15. 

A dam -isr> feet long 011 top anil 50 feet 
high was constructed across the outlet of 
Morebead lake at the head of the canal, 
for the purpose of making 11 reservoir for 
the storage of about 550,000,000 cubic feet 
of water. This great storage reservoir will 
double ihe company's water supply anil 
the product of the mine will be Increased 
iu proportion. The construction of the 
Morebead dam and canal fiirnklied emplov- 
meiit for 350 men, anil 120 head of horse's, 
and eost $125,000. 

Dining the progress of opening up the 
lower or bedrock bench of gravel, very rich 
ground was encountered. One stratum on 
bedrock prospected from cents to $:t 
per ton hi course gold.

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JAMES BAY AND THE BRIDGE. 

Next June, according to statements 
already made public by the city 
engineer, it will be the duty of the city 
council to put u barrivmde across .Tunics 
Bay bridge! and close it to traffic of all 
kinds- June is only a little more than 
six months away, and six mouths puss 
very quickly in those stirring times. 
Traffic from the outer wharf is increas- 
ing every year. Its aggregate now is 
very largo. The number of people, who 
come into town from the steamers, 
which call here on the way north and 
south, is very grout, and the money paid 
out by them in the course of the sum- 
mer in small purchases amounts to n 
groat deal. When the bridge is closed, 
ami to got over to the business part, of 
the city involves u walk around the 
head of the Bay. the majority of the 
people will not take the trouble to come 
over. 

The iiunnlity of freight transported 
from the outer wharf to the heart of 
the city is large and steadily increasing. 
It. will then have to be taken around the 
head of the Bay, involving much extra 
cost to merchants. The delivery of 
goods from retail stores to customers 
across Tames Bay will he by the same 
roundabout course, and unless some- 
thing is done with Belleville street, all 
this traffic will have to he either up or 
down Marvin's hill, one of the worst 
places to handle a load on ail Vancouver 
Island. 

It will then be nearly n mile from the 
parliament building to the post office, 
and the intercourse between the .Tamos 
Bay people and the business houses will 
be handicapped by- this Inns walk. A 
.Tames Bay business man. when he comes 
to town in the morning, will bid his 
family good-bye for the day, and as for 
coming down again after dinner to n 
place of amusement, to get his mail, to 
see a man, or things like that, it will he 
quite out of the question. The aggre- 
gate cost, loss and inconvenience to the 
people of Victoria and all persons "hav- 
ing business in the city will he enor- 
mous. 

This is not a fancy picture, but it is 
exactly what will take place six months 
from now. if nothing is done in the 
meantime. How do you think you are 
going to like it ? 

That such a condition of things will 
take place in the nonr future is not a 
new discovery. The city engineer gave 
warning last summer that he considered 
the useful lire of the bridge as of only 
one more year's duration. It may Inst 
a little longer; but we do not think the 
people of Victoria will take any chances. 
One bridge disaster in a generation is 
enough. 

Presumably the city engineer is on the 
safe side in placing the limit of the 
bridge's stability in .Tune next, but if lie 
has overestimated it. and the structure 
must be closed to traffic during the wot 
season, what: will lie said of the luck of 
foresight: on the part of the city auth- 
orities in permitting Belleville street in 
front of the Douglas property to remain 
unprepared for use by vehicles'? What 
shall be said of the omission to provide 
for the macadamizing of that piece of 
street in view of the certainty that in 
six months' time hundreds of teams will 
daily have need to use it? 

In view of these considerations, are 
wc not right in saying that Tames Bay 
and the bridge present the most pressing 
problem which the citizens have to con- 
sider? 

"We are impressed with the idea that 
the replacing of the present structure 
and the disposal of the tide flats must 
be taken into consideration at the same 
time. Among the reasons for this view 
are the following: No one holds for n 
moment that the tide Hats will be left 
as they are. En n short time they will 
he fdled in. The cheapest and best fill- 
ing possible is mud from the harbor, 
which can he pumped up. It may be 
well lo mention that: this is not a matter 
of theory or experiment. No other fill- 
ing is equal in firmness and general ex- 
cellence as sediment;, such as collects in 
our hays anil harbors. After the water 
drains oul of it, there is left a mass far 
more solid than any earth in its natural 
condition. 

It will not do to place anything in the 
nature of a dam across the hay without 
at the same time providing for filling in 
(he Hals. Sanitary reasons alone forbid 
that. 

There are objections to a solid em- 
bankment extending all the way across 
the bay to the height of the roadway, 
because this would shut off the flats en- 
tirely from the water, and thereby 
greafly reduce their value, whether they 
are (o be devoted to pleasure or com- 
mercial purposes. 

It will ho much cheaper to build a 
bridge, if a bridge is finally decided on, 
if an embankment is made across the 
bay to the height to which it is proposed 
to fill the flats—say, four feet above high 
tide, as suggested by the city engineer. 
This embankment could lie made simply 
by throwing in stone, which would sink 
through the mud, there 17 -feet deep in 
some places, and make a permanent 
foundation for any structure that might 
be placed upon it. The stone could he 
got in the Park, and could be run down 



to the site of the embankment on a 
tramway, at. small cost. There is a de- 
scent for the whole distance. From low 
tide to the top of the embankment the 
water-face of the embankment could be 
hand-laid. Later, if for coniaiercial 
reasons it was thought desirable, n 
wharf frontage could be added. The 
erection of such an embankment would 
necessitate the filling of the Hats quite 
as much as if one to the level of the 
roadway were made, so that to this ex- 
tent it makes no difference whether a 
solid embankment is built all the way up 
or a structure part embankment and 
part bridge is erected. 

The objection to building a permanent 
bridge, without first making an embank- 
ment, is that it would call for a great 
deal of work under water, the cost of 
which cannot very well be estimated in 
advance, and it would all he thrown 
away, when ultimately the Hats were 
filled in. 

I (, or these reasons, among others, we 
suggest that the filling in of the Tames 
Bay tide flats and the construction of a 
permanent way should be considered 
together, and that the legislature should 
be asked at the forthcoming session to 
give the city authority to act in the 
promises in such way as may he deemed 
best, to procure the requisite money. On 
this part of the case some further obser- 
vations may he made later. 



BRITISH COLUMBIA'S PLACERS. 

It would be well for our esteemed con- 
temporary, the Orcgonian, before at- 
tempting to discuss the proposal to close 
the British Columbia placers to aliens, 
to study a little geography. Our con 
temporary quotes the Colonist's article 
to which it replies, thereby setting an 
example which other contemporaries 
would do well to imitate, and in a very 
prominent place in the article quoted 
occurs this sentence: 

"British Columbia ought to retain her 
placer mines for British subjects." 

Tins ought to have shewn the Ore- 
gonian that what the Colonist was talk- 
ing about was not the mines of the 
Yukon, and hence prevented it from 
doubting the jurisdiction of the British 
Columbia legislature over its placers, 
because " the officials beyond the Alaska 
line appear principally subject to orders 
from Ottawa." We will try and make 
this matter plain to our contemporary. 

Not very long ago Washington was a 
territory, and Oregon a state. The fed- 
eral government had a far greater con- 
trol in Washington Territory than it 
had in the State of Oregon. What 
would our contemporary have said it' 
some one had objected to a claim that 
the legislature of Oregon could do a cer- 
tain act in the Willamette valley, that 
the officials north of the Columbia up 
peared principally subject to orders from 
Washington? Would not our contem- 
porary have replied to such an objector 
that, before undertaking to discuss tin 
power of the Oregon legislature, he 
ought to learn the elementary facts re- 
garding the constitutional and geographi- 
cal questions involved? 

If the Orcgonian will look at any nif.p 
of North America, it will see that Brit 
ish Columbia ends at the GOth parallel 
and hence that its observations as t< 
the stringency of the Yukon regulations 
do not apply to British Columbia at. all. 
This disposes of most of what our eon- 
temporary has to say. 

One point remains, namely, that if if 
were not for American citizens, our 
placers would not be worked at all. 
This is not true; but if it were true, it 
would be as though one should say to a 
farmer who complained that hoys stole 
his apples, that they might not lie picked 
at all if it were not for the boys. The 
Oregoninn tells us that we ought to be 
very thankful that Americans pay the 
duties on the goods they bring into Can- 
ada to work our placers. This is a 
piece of international impudence; but 
we are rather glad it has been said, for 
perhaps it will arouse people as to the 
importance of protecting their interests. 

As to the intimation that the .Colonist 
is hopeless of any favorable result aris- 
ing from the Anglo-American conference, 
that is beside the question entirely. 
British Columbia has the full and abso- 
lute control of her mines, and can say 
who shall work them, and upon what 
terms, without asking permission of any 
one. Did the Orcgonian never hear of 
state rights'.' it probably has, anil will, 
therefore, the better understand what we 
mean by saying that the control of the 
mines within its boundaries is a provin- 
cial right vested in the legislature of 
British Columbia and no one else. 



JOURNALI STIC BOO It I SI I NESS. 

The News-Advertiser in one of it 
characteristically boorish articles refers 
lo some observations lately made in the 
Colonist: in regard to the complexion of 
the legislature. It. first takes exception 
lo the statement that, if Mr. Prolific 
was disqualified to be a candidate, Mr. 
Stoddart is entitled to the seat for East 
Lillooet. Instead of simply denying this 
proposition, if it believed it to he i 
founded, the News-Advertiser uses lan- 
guage which is studiously insulting, and 
then informs the Colonist that any com 
petent lawyer would tell it that a new 
election would be necessary. 

Before replying to this proposition, we 
wisli to give the News-Advertiser notice 
that if in the discussion of public ques 
tions it cannot observe the ordinary 
amenities of life, it will be the unpleas 
ant duty of the Colonist to read it a lec- 
ture that neither it nor the public will 
soon forget. 

Now as to the legal point involved in 
the East Lillooet seat. The people of 
East Lillooet cannot be debarred from 
being represented in the new house sim- 
ply because a gentleman, who was not 
qualified to he n candidate, chose to con- 
test the election. If the returning officer 
had been nware of Mr. Prentice's dis- 



qualification his duty would have been to 
return Mr. Stoddnrt by declamation. If he 
had known of the existence of the disquali- 
fication his duty would have been to re- 
turn Mr. Stoddurt as elected by acclama- 
tion. Not knowing of the existence of 
the disqualification, he permitted a poll 
to bo held; but this in no way deprives 
Mr. Stoddart of any right which he pos- 
sessed on the day of nomination. On 
that day Mr. Stoddart was entitled to be 
returned to represent East Lillooet in 
the legislature, and the people of East 
Lillooet were entitled to be represented 
by Mr. Stoddart. It is idle to pretend 
that anything a returning officer might 
do could deprive Mr. Stoddart or East 
Lillooet of the rights which became 
vested on that day. These rights did not 
depend upon anything which the return- 
ing officer might do thereafter. Mr. 
Stoddart became the representative of. 
Lillooet the moment nomination day 
passed without any other legally quali- 
fied candidate being nominated against 
him. If the returning officer acted either 
ignorantly or wilfully or disregarded the 
right which then became vested in Mr. 
Stoddart, he could not thereby divest Mr. 
Stoddart of that right, and the court has 
full power to disregard anything that has 
been done since nomination day and 
confirm Mr. Stoddart in his seat. We 
know this is u very sore point with the 
News- Advertiser, but it cannot dispose of 
it: by insult. Let it discuss the legal 
proposition involved, if it knows how to 
discuss anything. 

The News- Advertiser denies that it 
has any knowledge of how the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor will act in t ho event of a 
government defeat. That is precisely 
what, the Colonist said. The News- 
Advertiser stated in so many words that 
the government would not hesitate to 
appeal to the people in the event, of a 
defeat. The Colonist replied that the in- 
ference from this was that the govern 
ment had a promise from the Lieutenant- 
Governor that he would grant a dissolu- 
tion, and added that it declined to be- 
lieve this notwithstanding the semi-offic- 
ial declaration of the News-Advertiser. 
The News-Advertiser now says that no 
such promise exists. Is this official, 
semi-official or what? 

Our contemporary says that the Col- 
onist is cognizant of the fact that in the 
event of such a defeat it would be per- 
fectly constitutional for the government 
to ask a dissolution. .It. is always con- 
stitutional to ask a dissolution, but it is 
not always constitutional to grant one. 
It would not be constitutional for the 
Lieutenant-Governor to grant a dissolu- 
tion of a legislature fresh from the peo- 
ple as long as it was possible for a gov- 
ernment to be formed which would pos- 
sess the confidence of the majority of 
the members. Mr. Scnilin had a consti- 
tutional right to ask for a dissolution as 
a condition precedent to his acceptance 
of the premiership. He did not do so, 
but chose to take his chances with the 
house, lie must stand by his choice.

I Current Comment < 



The World is extremely ill-natured in 
its remarks about Victoria. It asserts 
that Victoria has retrograded rather 
than progressed in recent years. The 
Colonist supposed that its contemporary 
had outgrown the sectionalism of the 
town-lot. boom days; but this seems to be 
a mistake. It is certainly an extraordin- 
ary thing that the World cannot man- 
age to speak well of its own city without 
endeavoring to injure its neighbor. So 
far from Victoria retrograding, this city 
is advancing steadily in wealth, popula- 
tion and business. Victoria people do 
not talk so much about what they are 
doing as do those of some other places; 
but the business of the transportation 
companies and the bank returns tell a 
story of progress that cannot be gain- 
said. The Colonist has no desire to in- 
stitute comparisons and it. will not be led 
into saying discourteous things about 
Vancouver simply because the World has 
taken such a course regarding Victoria. 
It will he sufficient to say that Victori- 
ans feel no jealousy or hostility towards 
their young and vigorous neighbor. On 
the contrary the prosperity of Vancou- 
ver is a source of gratification and ma- 
terial advantage to them. We hope that 
the World's Thanksgiving dinner will 
make it feel in a better frame of mind, 
and that it will realize how very badly it 
has acted. 



The Vancouver World takes offence 
because the Colonist estimated the popu- 
lation of Vancouver at 2f!,000 and that 
of Victorin at 27,000. In putting that 
figure down for Vancouver flu? Colonist 
thought: it was giving the population 
which tin.' World claimed was shown by 
the last directory. Its estimate of 27,000 
for Victoria was based upon the direc- 
tory, corroborated by the school attend- 
ance. The World thinks that the popu- 
lation of Vancouver ought to be put at 
from 28,000 to .'50,000. If this is so. 
and the Colonist would only bo pleased 
to have the fact established, the argu- 
ment made upon the basis of population, 
namely, that, the province is entitled to 
more representation in parliament and a 
larger subsidy is materially strengthened. 



The Colonist, sympathizes fully with 
Mr. Edmund Elkins, hut cannot publish 
his letter in its present form. The 
charges, which he makes, are of the most 
serious character possibly, and he him- 
self shows that he is not positive as to 
whether perjuries have been committed, 
The matter ought to be thoroughly in- 
vestigated, but we do not think such a 
letter would serve any good purpose, and 
its publication would subject the Colonist 
to prosecution.

THE SEALING MONOPOLY. 
There is a difference 'of opinion as to 
whether the monopoly in seal fishing 
should be continued, and, indeed whether 
it should be extended to salmon fishing. 
The justification for allowing the mon- 
opoly is that the government secures its 
revenues at a far less cost than would 
he involvel if it should undertake to col- 
lect tribute by the ordinary means, the 
ports and populated places being so far 
apart and the wild country between them 
affording so many chances for evasion. 
Another reason why a monopoly might 
work to advantage is that the owners are 
interested in preserving a future supply; 
whereas, the casual iisher has no con- 
cern beyond the volume of the year's 
catch. The result of this tendency has 
been to almost destroy the seal herd, 
with n waste of life which has been al- 
most infamous. The vested rights in 
these industries are yet very unimport- 
ant and inchoate; and it would be a good 
time to make such regulations as would 
preserve the right of the government to 
grant special privileges. The article in 
the Atlantic Monthly by Dr. Jordan 
very clearly points out the unsatisfactory 
conditions in Alaska, and his contribu- 
tion to the appeals to congress for re- 
lief will be very potent.— Seattle Post- 
Intelligencer.

Considering that the cost of govern- 
ment must increase yearly as the 
growth of the province goes on. it is ab- 
surd to suppose that public expenditure 
can be kept below what it was. All 
that is required from a government is 
to stop leakages, and it is very bad poli- 
tics to attempt to augment the public 
revenue by reductions in salaries all 
round, as it is said the new government 
is about to do. British Columbians are 
not a cheap people, and we fancy that 
they would not relish cheapness in 
others, especially those whom they sent 
to parliament to represent them. They 
would, of course, resent extravagance, 
but a pinching policy would be just as 
objectionable to them. The government 
is making a heroic attempt to econo- 
mize, but it is gaining few friends by 
the effort. Judging from what we hear, 
the contrary is the case. — Nelson Miner

the world over knew. But the evident 
terrors of the hardships necessary to be 
undergone to successfully prospect and 
the absence of any definite knowledge 
concerning the localities where most 
likely the possible find could be made, 
BUfflced to keep out more than a few 
dozen explorers. But at last Oeorge 
Cariuack made his great strike in the 
Klondike, immense riches were uncover- 
ed, and within a year thousands of eager 
prospectors were rushing over the C0UU-| 
try from the Bennett lakes to the mouth 
of the Yukon. 

Wherever u spade was struck there 
seemed to lie gold, and as parlies branch- 
ed away from the main thoroughfares 
and explored the dense interior and back- 
woods it was gradually realized that the 
surface of all Alaska was but a blanket 
lying on beds of nuggets and dust. From 
the headwaters of the Koyukuk and Fish 
rivers to the Yukon and Norton Sound, 
from Forty-Mile and Tauana to the 
shores of Prince William Sound and 
Cook Inlet, and from the beginning of 
the Porcupine to Telegraph Creek, all 
was prospected more or less thoroughly 
and with more or less irch results.

NEW. YUKON STEAMERS. 

Seattle Company Arrange for Craft to 
Ply From Lake Bennett Under 
Canadian Officers. 

A new company to figure in the trans- 
portation business of the Klondike and 
Atlin gold fields has been launched in 
Seattle, and has lot the contract for a 
steamer for the Lake Bennett, White 
Horse rapids and Atlin route. It is 
headed by S. S. Bailey, proprietor of the 
Hotel Northern, Seattle, who is an old 
steamboat man. The contract for the 
construction of the machinery has been 
let to the Sumner Iron Works of Ever- 
ett, The frame, cylinder timbers nnd 
king post will be got out in Seattle, and 
early in January the parts are to be 
taken to Skagway and thence to Ben- 
nett, to be put together and launched 
the moment the ice goes out of the lakes. 

The Bailey will be officered through- 
out with men holding Canadian certifi- 
cates. Indeed, the Seattle promoters 
think it is a serious question whether 
steamboat men without, experience in 
Canadian waters will be allowed to run 
next summer on the Upper Yukon, as 
they were the past season. So far Mr. 
Bailey has not contemplated running his. 
steamers below White Horse rapids. 
He will, however, soon close a traffic ar- 
rangement with some company owning 
steamers below the rapids, that will give 
practically a through service. 

That several of the larger companies 
of the lower river are figuring on put- 
ting on steamers on the bikes next sea- 
son is well known, and it is freely pre- 
dicted that the cost of getting supplies 
to Dawson via this route next senson 
will be not more thun fi to 8 cents per 
pound, which is from a quarter to n third 
of the cost the past season.

Last July a party of argonauts left 
Lake Tagish to go through the wilds of 
the country east of there, believing that 
like other parts of the great territory, 
gold would reward their efforts. They 
pushed over the mountains between Tag- 
ish and Atlin lakes, crossed around the 
foot of the latter, and continued up its 
eastern shore about two-thirds of its 
length, when they came upou line creek. 
A little digging along the banks, and 
two weeks later the news came out from 
the North of another great discovery. 

The location of these gold fields to the 
eastward from Atlin lake is about eigh- 
ty-five miles a little north of east from 
Skagway, with an extended and lofty 
range of mountains intervening. As 
soon as the word came out that gold 
was to be found there nearly every able- 
bodied man at Ska«way and vicinity, 
with nearly all the construction gangs 
working on the railway over the White 
pass, and a few women, joined in the 
grand stampede. The only apparent 
route to Pine creek was by way of 
Lake Bennett, and from there to Tagish 
lake, up Taku arm and thence to and 
across Atlin lake, a distance of approxi- 
mately 175 miles around a crescent, a 
tedious trip, lasting about two weeks; 
but within two months it was estimated 
that 3,000 men had gone there, prospect- 
ed and located claims. The rush con- 
tinued until along in October, when the 
weather began to grow cold. From then 
until now there has been a steady travel 
in and out, and there is a plain prospect 
that by next summer the Atlin lake dis- 
trict will have a population of not less 
than 10,000 and probably 20,000. 
NEW TRAIL TO THE MINES. 
The most important development work 
to be done, and one that is now well un- 
der way, is the construction of a trail as 
nearly directly across from Skagway as 
possible and which may be used in both 
winter and summer. The White Pass 
»t Yukon Railway Company early took 
up the matter, and with the assistance 
of citizens of Skagway, is now engaged 
in putting the road through. The route 
to be followed is this: From Skagway 
to Log Cabin by rail, thence from Shal- 
low lake southeast to the bead of Otter 
lake, down this water, across Taku arm 
to Taku City, and thence to Atlin lake 
and across to Atlin City, at the mouth 
of Pine creek, a total distance from 
Skagway of eighty or eighty-live miles. 
It is believed that the trail will be iu a 
condition to use by the middle of Decem- 
ber, when the journey may be made by- 
horse in three or four days at the long- 
est. The trail is to be known as the 
Fantail Cut-off. 

SIZE OF THE DISTRICT. 
The size of the Atlin gold fields is un- 
known; but the district, thoroughly pros 
peeted, may be said to reach already 
about 200 square miles. But the pros- 
pects of the successful opening up of 
new diggings in the yet undeveloped vi- 
cinity are most: promising, the slight ex- 
plorations made beyond the given limits 
Inning produced exceedingly gratifying 
result 

Atlin lake, which has a length of over 
10 miles, may be considered the western 
boundary of the district contiguous 
Pine creek, which will yield good re- 
turns, and from there its extent will he 
at least -II) miles east, Including a terri- 
tory of 2.000 square miles. As but a 
meagre tenth has been prospected, and 
furnishes ample room for 3,000 people, 
the marvellous mineral fertility of the 
whole section, provided its prospects of 
wealth materialize, may readily be seen, 
And there may he, and probably are, 
still greater areas beyond, to the north, 
south and east, which will yield as good 
results under the miner's pick as any 
yet found along the rich shores of Pine 
creek and its tributaries. 

CONTINUED RICH STRIKES. 

The statements in the foregoing para- 
graphs are not considered exaggerated in 
the least, us the continued reports of 
strikes received on every steamer from 
the North show that the whole territory 
seems to be lined with auriferous de- 
posits. Only a few days ago news 
reached here of a new find on McKay 
creek, a few miles south of Pine, that 
wiis as rich as the average previous dis- 
coveries. Earlier reports of cursory 
examinations made still south of there, 
near the south end of Atlin lake, along 
Pike and Dixie creeks, were that good 
colors were found, indicating equally 
valuable returns from careful prospect- 
ing. 

One party went several miles beyond 
the bead of Surprise bike, which has a 
length of 15 miles, but were forced to 
return, as provisions gave out. The 
news frnm tYtn hnnil however, i 



valuable diggings. A like announce- 
ment has been the result of similarly 
superficial observations north of Pine 
creek, as far as the north end of Atlin 
lake, and east 20 to 30 miles. 

ALL FACILITIES THERE. 
Iu most encouraging contradistinction 
with the Klondike, the Atlin district is 
a beautiful mining country. Every two 
or three miles it is cut by a creek that 
never dries, and furnishes plenty of 
water for mining operations and camp 
use, while the land abounds in timber, 
enough of every essential species for 
all needs of the settlers. Mountains 
and even high knolls are extremely rare. 
The topography is that of a rolling plain, 
accessible to wagons and easy penetra- 
tion in every direction, with nothing to 
be done but to clear away 11 few trees 
and a little underbrush to make line 
roads. 

All these natural recommendations, 
coupled with the great riches, have had 
their effect upon the outside world, 
which is being displayed in the scores 
that are leaving on every departing 
steamer, and the preparations of hund- 
reds of others to go there in the spring. 
A POOR MAN'S DISTRICT. 
It is essentially a poor man's district, 
there being neither excessive hardships 
nor great expense before getting to the 
gold that seems to be there. Distances 
are. short in that locality. The diggings 
best known are on Pine, Wright, Boul- 
der, Eagle, Birch, Spruce, Otter, Ruby 
and Willow creeks, which drain about 
200 square miles of territory. 

C. Christopher, a man well acquainted 
with the resources of Atlin, said recent- 
ly: " Almost any man who will work 
can make all the way from $7.50 to $25 
a day, and many I have known to make 
from the present small development as 
high as $75 a day. The pay is as uni- 
formly good all over the country, cover- 
ing a distance of from five to ten miles 
wide by twenty miles long. I found 
good pay in very unexpected localities, 
and cannot help pronouncing it the 
best poor man's camp ever discovered." 
POPULATION AND PRICES. 
The population of the district numbers 
perhaps 000 or 700 who will spend the 
winter there, guarding their interests 
and getting ready for the rush of next 
spring. Prices of goods are yet com- 
paratively high, as not much of an ef- 
fort has been made to get supplies, but 
ns soon as the spring opens it is be- 
lieved that provisions will not be held 
nt excessive prices. 

Skagway is the natural inlet, and will 
likely be the transfer point for all the 
trade. At any rate, the citizens of that 
enterprising town are sparing no effort 
in reaching out for it.

"AMAZING IMPUDENCE." 

Attorney-General's Choice of a Deputy 
Discussed With Warmth. 

From the Rovelstoko Herald. 

Attorney-General Fighting Joe Martin 
is bent on economy. He intends to save 
this province legal expenses if it takes 
a leg. In future no other lawyers need 
apply for crown eases. Joe's gigantic 
intellect will look after them all from 
Vancouver Island to Kootenay. Of 
course the other lawyers don't like it 
But the average outsider is little inclined 
to waste much sympathy on lawyers, and 
the general impression with regard to 
Joe's abnormal activity is that if the 
crown can stand it, the rest of us can. 

But when it comes to importing a 
former Manitoban friend and partner to 
take the job of deputy attorney-general 
under him, tilings take another turn. 
This is an outrage on the feelings of 
the province which will take a lot of ex- 
plaining. Joe must have got it into his 
head that he is Brother Sifton in dealing 
with another Yukon. Joe must remem- 
ber that it was his dear friend Clifford 
who got the portfolio of the interior and 
not himself. It was dead easy for the 
youthful Grit prodigy to unload Un- 
faithful lawyers and cattle dealers of 
Winnipeg and Brandon on to the suffer- 
ing people of the Yukon as their regis- 
trars, mine inspectors or what. not. These 
people had to be kept quiet somehow 
and a good fat job at Dawson was just 
what they were suffering for. That none 
of them knew a placer mine from a bale 
of hay was a minor consideration. That 
there' were scores of men in this prov- 
ince who had all their lives been con- 
versant with the exact problems with 
which the Yukon officials had to deal, 
cut no ice with Clifford Sifton. The 
Brandon and Winnipeg clique were howl- 
ing for the "stuff" and they got it. 

Hut when it comes to importing some 
more of them as provincial officials to 
lie paid out of the pockets of British Co- 
lumbian taxpayers, this kind of thing is 
becoming intolerable. What in the name 
of goodness is there in the surroundings 
of a lawyer's life in Winnipeg to make 
him more capable of grappling with tin 
official work of the attorney-general's of- 
fice in Victoria than there is in that city 
or in Vancouver. A more unjustifiable 
and outrageous piece of colossal impert- 
inence has rarely boon perpetrated in 
the history of the Dominion. We grow" 
out West if (lie federal government tries 
to palm oft some political friend on us 
as an official. If Ottawa was to ven- 
ture to send us a lieutenant-governor 
from outside of the province there would 
bo a howl raised from the Pacific to the 
summit of the Itockies. And yet we 
are supposed to stand it when tins man 
coolly tells us that there is no lawyer iii 
British Columbia good enough to attend 
to the routine work of his office as his 
deputy and foists his old Manitoba part- 
ner into the job. The. impertinence is so 
amazing that it is almost inconceivable 
how it was that his colleagues allowed 
him to perpetrate it, unless, as is is not 
at all obscurely hinted in some of the 
Coast papers, they are actually perform- 
ing the operations of what is known in 
English racing parlance of "riding for a 
fall."

FROZEN STIFF ON CIIILKOOT. 

Too Venturesome Packer Sets Out in a 
Blizzard and Becomes Exhausted. 

Seattle, Nov. 23.— Houry Chlleoot's first 
Victim of the winter of 1808 is Louis 
Dahlman, formerly a well-to-do business 
man of Dyea. Dahlman lost his life on 
Saturday, November 12, while trying to 
make his way through a blinding blizzard 
from the summit of Chllcoot pass to Lake 
Llndcrmau. lie ignored the entreaties of 
his companions to remain at camp and 
started early on the morning of November 
12 "for the lake, eight miles away. The 
followlg day his body was found frozen 
stilT, behind a boulder only 1,200 feet from 
camp. 

Dahlman started with a pack train and 
n party of five men from Dyea Friday, 
November 11, for the Atlin district. The 
pack train was owned by Archie Burns, 
who started the tlrst steam hoist on the 
Chllcoot pass last winter. Ilruns was him- 
self In charge of the party. They, car- 
ried a small outtlt of freight and supplies 
for the Atlin district. Arriving on the 
summit, tliov encountered the severest kind 
of nn Alaska blizzard. The horses refused 
to proceed further and camp was made. 
The next day, the storm having increased 
in the meantime, Dahlman started over 
the summit for Llnderman. That wuh the 
last seen of lilm alive. 

Information of Dahlmnn's tragic end way 
brought to Seattle on the steamer Laurada 
by Purser Tharudyke, who gave the fol- 
lowing account, as lie had received it at 
Skagway just before the departure of the 
Laurada : 

"As I heard the story of Dahlmnn's 
death, which was sent down from the 
Bummlt by telephone, message, he himself 
was entirely to blame. Dahlman said that 
lie had some business to transact at Lake 
Llnderman and Intended pushing on ahead 
of the pack train the followlg (Saturday) 
ruing. The oilier men In the party 
tried to dissuade him from the undertak- 
ing, which all realized, was hazardous In 
the extreme. Dahlman, however, was con- 
fident that he could make die journey of 
Ight miles In safety, uud so on Saturday 
morning he started. 

"The storm did not abate any during 
Saturday ami the men with the pack train 
remained In camp most of the day. Sun- 
day morning broke clear and calm and 
members of the party set out to reconnoltcr 
lie trail. Twelve bandied feet from tie' 
amp they found the dead body of Dahl- 
man lying frozen stiff behind a boulder 
along the trail. It was surmized that he 
had proceeded some distance along the 
route to Llnderman and then had turned 
back, fearing that the storm would lie loo 
much for him. It was plain that be hod 
become exhausted and had sought shelter 
from the fury of the storm behind the 
boulder. There Ills faculties had succumbed 
to the frightful cold and he had simply 
frozen to death. 

"They wen; bringing the body back to 
Dyea when the Laurada left."

ABERDEEN'S FAREWELL. 

A Poetic Souvenir of Their Departure 
Sent to Many Canadiuu Friends. 

From the Montreal Witness. 

The following message was received by 
many of the friends of Lord and Lady 
Aberdeen nfter their departure on Satur- 
day:— 

The nged and majestic flsure of the 
Nineteenth Century could be seen 
through the portals or the Throne Room, 
which opeued ever aiid nnon to admit or 
to dismiss the Innumerable visitors. I 
watched them as they pressed in on their 
various quests ere It was too late to ob- 
tain favors from the beneficent hands of 
the Sovereign whose reign had been so 
matchless In the auuals of the world's 
history, but whose heralds were even now 
proclaiming that the time was at baud 
when she would depart and be no more 
known amongst us. 

Monarchs and statesmen, scientists and 
poets, warriors Jind theologians all 
crowded In— all had some question to nsk, 
some boon to crave from one who had 
been us a mother to them all, aud In whose 
calm, grand countenance there seemed to 
mingle Infinite knowledge, Infinite love, 
and Infinite faith in the future, and at 
the same time a Inexpressible longing and 
yearning for the children whom she had 
nurtured, and whom she must ere long 
yield to the enre of an unknown and un- 
tried ruler. 

Even as I watched, the doors swung wide 
open once more and there opened a train 
of eager, bright faced youths aud maidens. 
I followed to hear what those might have 
to seek from the venerable age-worn Mon- 
arch. Methought her face grew tender as 
she watched the approaching troop, and 
she motioned those around to stand aside 
whilst she gently welcomed them and said: 
"What would ye, my children'/" 
And making obeisance they made answer: 
"Ah, Mother, great Mother of ua all, we 
come to see thee who alone canst guide us 
to her whom we seek. We have heard 
that through all the years of this century 
thou hast been preparing n great gift for 
the children of thy youth, and that far 
away In the north country over the sens 
thou hast been training and watching over 
a fnlr young Queen whom thou dost des- 
tine to bring light and beauty ami riches 
aud iiope to such as know bow to seek 
her might. Tell us. oh, tell us of 'Our Lady 
of the Sunshine,' and or how we may be- 
come worthy to seek her. How sbail we 
find her? How shall we know her? And 
how may we gnin her fnror? 

And as slu> hoard these words, the great 
Sovereign slowly ruse and spoke: 

"Children, and have ye Indeed heard of 
her In whom In my delight, and would 
ye woo her! True It is that It has ever 
been to the golden West that the nations 
of the world have pressed, true It Is that 
the sceptre of the North must ever have 
pre-eminence! 

"But how shall I describe to you her 
whom ye are seeking, and how shall I 
show you the power by which her rule 
shall be made great! 

"Think then of a broad, stately river, 
whose hanks on one side can scarce be 
discerned by those standing on the other, 
and picture wide stretches of long culti- 
vated fields, clothed with low white bouses 
and tiny bright shining spires all bathed 
with the rosy flush of sunlight penetrating 
and permeating long rounded pink masses 
of clouds hanging close over the ranges of 
mountains behind! 

"Think or battlements and citadels sur- 
mounting an old time city of bright me- 
tallic roofs clustered on cliffs over a 
broad sweep of water and the whole heaven 
and earth and river illuminated with a 
crimson sunset glow! 

"Think of wide provinces studded with 
homesteads In the midst of smiling or- 
chards and harvest llelds and pastures— 
a country aide which inevitably brings 
the thought of sunshine with it. 

"Or come further west, nnd see thou- 
sands of acres of wheat ripening In a light 
all too tierce for denizens of greyer climes, 
but which penetrating Into tlte rich soil 
prepares fooil for millions who dream not 
of Its power! 

"See the vast prairies blossoming Into 
myriad colors, see the grim mountain 
tops melting Into beauty, see the thick 
forests pierced by her Htrength. s-ee the 
unknown lands of the great West yielding 
to the touch of "Our Lady of the Sim- 
shine" nnd blessing the world with their 
produce— and learn how to know her! 

"But learn, too. to know her In yet an- 
other garb. Behold her covering iip her 
vast domains In the warm folds of smother- 
ing snow and then see "Our Sunshine" 
come tripping forth awakening the country 
with the music of licr sleigh-bells, anil 
with the laughter of her children ns they 
gain health and strength and prowess In 
the sports In which she rejoices. You 
may shrink from her In her fierce consum- 
ing mid-summer mood, you may love her 
as she prevails over you In her sweet 
spring garb, you may n'Jolcc over her rich 
handiwork In the autumn, but you will 
see her In her glory as you perceive that 
"Our Lndy of the Sunshine" Is also "Our 
Lady of the Snows"— It Is then that she 
Is preparing her plenteous harvests, and 
It Is then that elm is training her sons 
and daughters to endurance and to Joyful 
service.

She paused, nnd then bending tenderly 
towards (he entranced faces of the youth- 
ful petitioners, she continued: 

"Would ye sock her, my children? Would 
ye become her lenl subjects? 

'"('hen bear somewhat, more of what I 
would require of those who enter her king- 
dom. 

"Her realms are wide, her resources nre 
vast, nod sown within her borders nre the 
seeds of a mighty nation. 

"There have I planted of the fairest nnd 
boldest of my children from the old World, 
and there in freedom are Celt and Saxon, 
'rank uud Teuton learning to live together 
in unity. 

"1 would fain live to see the golden 
future of the people reigned over by my 
daughter of the Sunshine. But beware 
ye of marring her work— she will fill the 
land with plenty, she will endue her sub- 
jects with strength of body and strength 
of mind through her gracious Influences, 
but she needs loynl followers Tor (be per- 
fecting of her work. Will ve serve her? 
Will ye toll Tor her. following loyally In 
the slops of her noble pioneers, winning 
her lands for her bv lior persist out labor? 
Will ye uphold her Just, laws? Will ye he 
fellow-workers with her and spread the rule 
b.v the Influence of sunshine nnd love? 
Will ye "lay your hands In hers and swear 
to reverence her ns your own conscience 
uud your conscience as your Queen?"

"If ye will do ihese tilings then go,

UNITED STATES REVENUE, 

Customs Tariff Now Yielding Sixteen 
Million Dollars Each Month. 

Washington, Nov. 21. — The discussion 
as to the revenue-producing qualities of 
the present tariff law lends especial in- 
terest to a series of fables just issued 
by the treasury bureau of statistics, 
showing the receipts from various 
sources by months during a long term 
of years. 

An examination of these figures shows 
that the customs receipts of the treasury 
department now amount to one-half of 
the ordinary expenditures of the gov- 
ernment, which is about the usual pro- 
portion allotted to that brunch of the 
revenue-producing service. The ordin- 
ary expenditures of the government, 
aside from those of the post ofllee de- 
partment, which in practically self-sus- 
taining, arc usually calculated at about 
?1, 000,000, and averaged during the 
years lS'J-1 to 1897, $300,500,000 per 
annum, and nt about the same ratio in 
1808, omitting the Pacific railroad and 
extraordinary war expenditures. The 
general plans of those charged with the 
duty of providing the revenues for the 
government have contemplated the pro- 
duction of one-half of the necessary ex- 
penditures from customs, aud the re- 
maining one-half from internal revenue 
and miscellaneous sources, or, in other 
| words, a half-million dollars n day from 
I internal revenue and miscellaneous. 

It is interesting, therefore, to examine 
the detailed figures of the receipts of 
I the government during the time in which 
I the present customs law has operated 
I under normal conditions, nnd to deter- 
mine whether it is supplying its assigned 
i proportion, one-half of the normal ex- 
penditures. The daily statement of re 
ceipts and expenditures issued by the 
treasury department shows that ou De- 
cember 17, the one hundred and fortieth 
day of the present fiscal year, the cus- 
toms receipts hud during these 140 days 
amounted to $73,340,429. Of this sum 
a little over $1,000,000 was from the 
duty placed upon tea by the war revenue 
act, so that fully $72,000,000 of the 
$73,340,420 received in these 140 days 
are the legitimate normal revenues from 
the rates levied by the customs law en- 
acted in July, 1808, or a. little more than 
the promised rate of a half million dol- 
lars a day from customs under that net 
The receipts from customs during the 
past 10 years have averaged $15,199,000 
per month. This ten years' term in- 
cludes the operations of four tariff laws, 
and it is therefore interesting to com- 
pare the operations of the new law nt 
its various stages with this general aver- 
age during a ten years' term, which in- 
cludes the operations of four tariff nets. 

As it was not expected that the new- 
law would, in its first few months, oper- 
ate normally in its productions of c 
toms revenue, owing to the excessive 
importations just prior to its enactment, 
it is not improper to show, first, the 
average receipts during the first four 
months of its operation, included in the 
calendar year ]S!)7, and also to consider 
separately the last four months of its 
operation, dating from the beginning of 
the present fiscal year. 

Receipts from customs, monthly aver- 
age: Ten years, 1SS0-0S, $15,100,000; 
August to December, 1S07, $9,227,000; 
January 1 to November 1, 1SUS, $15,- 
071,000; July 1 to November 1, 1896; 
?1.VJ;?5,000.

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THE RIGHTS OF ALIENS. 

Sir: — Facts nrc constantly coming to 
light proving Low the rights of. native 
or British-horn have boon and are being 
sacrificed, to advance the prospects of 
the alien who is already in or desires 
public employment.

courts, police and customs; then the re- 
cent appointment to a clerical position 
over the bay of a young man whose na- 
tionality is open to Question, to say the 
least; if any doubt remained, we have 
the answer of » member of the present 
provincial government to a recent appli- 
cant for employment, who urged his 
claims as superior to those of aliens, 
namely: "I do not see any objection to 
the employment of aliens, and certainly 
would not remove a man from his posi- 
tion for that reason." This conversation 
referred to Americans now in public of- 
fices here in the city of Victoria ami 
shows preference for the citizens* of u 
country where the alien laws are most 
bitterly enforced; where naturalization is 
a prc-requisite tu public employment and 
which is Canada's persistent commercial 
competitor, openly boasting of ability to 
auuex us when they get good and ready. 
It would, of course, be very handy for 
the annexationist to have the ofliees al- 
ready filled with Yankees when the time 
comes to haul down the old Hag and run 
up the new, but thut tune is not yet; if 
it ever comes depends on ourselves. Our 
existence, politically and commercially, 
is threatened by those who should be our 
protectors, aiming, as they evidently are, 
to follow in the footsteps of those Im- 
perial statesmen who, having given hos- 
tages to the United States by investment 
or marriage, are hysterically anxious to 
propitiate that country, even if they have 
to sacrifice the Interests of unborn mil- 
lions of Canadians in doing so. 

The local newspapers bristle with let- 
ters of opposition to the alien, be he 
miner or ollicial; and are our representa- 
tives to be permitted to ignore or wil- 
fully oppose the wishes of those who 
gave them their political existence? 

American invasions of Canada have 
hitherto been repulsed; let the people wiy 
it' this one shall be wafted to success by 
favoring winds from high places. Popu- 
lar agitation— tiie forerunner of ail re- 
forms— is necessary. Questions should 
he asked of the local government in 
the house and proper answers insisted on 
with a view to legislation; no doubt the 
press— always a frieud of the people- 
will do well its part to reform this mani- 
fest wrong. 

Coming now as single spies, later us 
whole battalions, having no sympathy 
with our institutions— as they show by 
remaining aliens— these foreigners, if not 
immediately checked, will ultimately im- 
peril, if not wholly efface the Canadian 
us a part of the great colonial family 
of the mother land.

The overdue British ship Samoena has 
arrived at Astoria, Ore., sixty-two days 
from Nagasaki in ballast. The Samoena 
has been classed with the missing ves- 
sels Lnurelbank and Vnlkyrian and forty 
per cent, re-insurance was taken on the 
vessel. Oapt. Boyce states he ran into 
the equinoctial gales after passing the 
140th meridian, which lasted several 
days and afterwards encountered two 
heavy typhoons, one of them being very 
severe, his ship being under bare poles 
for fifteen hours.

HOW TO REMOVE STAINS. 

Coffee— Lay the stained portion Of the 
cloth over a bowl and pour boiling water 
through It. 

Fruit— Boiling water as above, If Inef- 
fectual rub with a solution of oxalic aeld 
and rinse in warm water. 

Ink— Dip la boiling water, rub with salts 
or sorrel, and rinse well. 

Blood— Soak In cold water. For ticking 
and (hick goods make a thick paste of 
starch and water; leave till dry, and 
brush off. 

Scorch— Dip In soapsuds and lay In the 
sun; If fibres are not much Injured dip re- 
peatedly in saturated solution of borax 
and rinse. 

Paint— Turpentine for coarse goods, ben- 
zine or naptha for lino. 

Grease— Moisten with strong, ammonia 
waled, lay blotting paper over and Iron 
dry: If silk, use chloroform to restore col- 
or, or cover with powdered French chalk 
and Iron.— Good Housekeeping. 

Mildew— Wet with soapsuds; lav In sun; 
spread with a paste of soft soap 'and pow- 
dered chnlk and sun It; soak In butter- 
milk and sun.

GREENWOOD'S BANKS. - Within 
a week, says the Boundary Creek 
Times, three chartered hanks have 
established banks in Greenwood. The 
Bunk of B.N. A. and Bank of Commerce 
opened branches on Wednesday of one 
week and on the following Wednesday 
Air. G. A. Henderson, manager of the 
Bunk of Montreal at Vernon, and Mr. 
Seymour arrived. Mr. Henderson im- 
mediately leased the building occupied 
until recently by I*. Burns & Co. and at 
once set carpenters to work to lit it up 
for a bank. Ho has decided to remain 
in Greenwood until after the New Year, 
and there is a strong probability that 
he will remain as manager. Mr. Hen- 
derson has been doing husiness with 
Boundary Creek merchants for years 
and i3 well acquainted with almost 
everyone in the district. There are un- 
confirmed rumors that the Imperial 
Bank intend following the other banks 
into Greenwood and making a strong bid 
for the Boundary creek trade. J. Ander- 
son, the newly appointed manager of the 
branch of the B.N. A., lias arrived. He 
has been connected with the Kootenay 
branehea of the Bank of B. N. A. since 
they were opened. J. Bridges, of Win 
uepeg, also has reached Green wood. He 
will be cashier in the Bank of Commerce, 



KETTLE RIVER RAILWAY— Some 
few weeks ago Messrs. Thompson and 
Vincent gave notice that they intended to 
apply for a provincial charter to build a 
railway up the west fork of Kettle river. 
The O.P.R. is evidently going to contest 
the ground with them, for this week a 
CP. it. survey party left Greenwood to 
make a careful survey of the route. 
The section through which the railway is 
to travel is rich in mineral. The route 
is much easier than that surveyed for 
the V., V. & E. railway, ami it is quite 
probable that the C.P.It. will endeavor 
to find a better route for a railway to 
Penticton. The survey party is in charge 
of Mr. O'Dell. — Boundary Creek Times. 



CATTLE QUARANTINE.— The de- 
partment of agriculture, appreciating the 
importance of the Boundary Creek dis- 
trict, has decided to keep a permanent 
officer at a fixed salary to look after 
cattle quarantine matters. The choice 
of the department fell upon Dr. Chris- 
tie, who has already proved himself to 
be a competent and painstaking officer. 
Dr. Christie's jurisdiction includes all of 
Southern Yale. 



GREENWOOD GAOL. — Alexander 
Swanson pleaded guilty at Greenwood 
recently to entering W. T. Smith's room 
and extracting $70 from his pocketbook. 
He was sentenced to a year's impris- 
onment, by Police Magistrate Hallett. 
The following evening Gaoler Lawder 
brought the prisoners their food. He 
closed the door leading to their cells, 
placing the heavy iron bar across it. 
Swanson succeeded by the use of a table 
knife, which was inserted between n 
badly shrunk door and the jamb in lifting 
the bar. He forced the door open, told 
the other prisoners to remain where they 
were, lowered the bar and was a free 
man. Mr. Lawder returned shortly af- 
terwards and the prisoners at once in- 
formed him regarding Swanson. He 
and Officer Pearse rode to the interna- 
tional boundary line, which was patrolled 
all night, but no trace of Swanson was 
found. Swanson answers the descrip- 
tion of the man wanted at Kamloops for 
breaking gaol. 



A MINT FOR VICTORIA. 

The Chief Government Organ Discusses 
the .Recent Proposition. 

From the Toronto Globe. 

A citizens' committee of Victoria, B. 
C, has taken up a number of- projects 
of interest to the city, among them the 
establishment of a Canadian mint. The 
matter has been the subject of local 
agitation for some time, the chief pro- 
moter being Mr. Moody, a jeweller of 
that city. At the last meeting of the 
Canadian Bankers' Association, Mr- D. 
R. Wilkie, the retiring president, made 
a favorable allusion to the establish- 
ment of a Canadian mint or it branch 
of the Royal mine in Victoria or Van- 
couver. The chief reason given in sup- 
port of such establishment was the great 
increase in the Canadian output of gold. 
While it remained at less than a million, 
us in 1802, the cost of operating a mint 
would have been unquestionably greater 
than any advantage secured in local 
trade or the advertising of the Dominion 
abroad. With the probability of an 
output of $10,U0U in 1899, Mr. Wilkin 
regards the aspect of the ease as entirely 
changed. The advantages, local and 
general, of having so much gold sold to 
the mints in Canada may equal ur sur- 
pass the expense entailed in coining the 
metal. The familiar talk about keeping 
all this gold in the Dominion by the es- 
tablishment of n mint shows that the 
mistake of the mercantile school of 
Spain in the fifteenth century is still 
common. it is not desirable to keep 
that gold in Canada; neither is it de- 
sirable to send it abroad. Its destina- 
tion, like that of our nickel, copper, coal 
and wheat, will be determined by the 
needs of the world's markets. And 
were it ever so desirable to retain it 
within the Dominion, the establishment 
of a mint wmdd have no influence in 
that direction. Minting Canadian gold 
would no more tend to keep it in the 
Dominion than the inspection of wheat 
or the branding of hides tends to prevent 
shipments abroad. 

Gold, like all commodities, will go 
where there is a business demand, and 
will not stay where there is not, in spite 
of even the ill-advised penal laws 
against its export. But there are prac- 
tical advantages in the local sale of each 
season's clean-up, anil the question is 
the balance between these and the neces- 
sary outlay. Mr. W. H. Lungloy, of 
Victoria, who brought the matter before 
the citizens' committee, and is secretary 
of (he special sub-committee to deal with 
it, favors a Canadian mint as compared 
with a branch of the Royal mint. The 
coinage of a decimal currency in gold, 
the same as that of the United State 
on which our currency is based, would 
be a valuable advertisement of the Do 
minion. Our banking laws make an ex 
tensive use of the Dominion's credit, 
and do not necessitate the holding of 
large gold reserves, no a considerabl 
quantity of this coinage would find it 
way abroad. The Australian colonic 
have led in the establishment of mints, 
Sydney as early as 1855, Melbourne in 
1ST-, and Perth in 1890. A partial ex 
plnnation may be found in the absence 
of a contiguous nation prepared and 
equipped for the free coinage of the out 
[int. Great local advantages would un 
questionably follow the establishment of 
a mint. An appreciable number of th 
returning miners now sell their gold in 
Victoria, and as they are among the 
most liberal purchasers, the value of 
their trade is fully appreciated. But 
selling to private firms and corporations, 
however, responsible, does not give the 
same sense of security us dealing with 
a governmental concern. The suspicion 
of unfair treatment is apt to anise, es 
pecially with men of little or no business 
experience. That is one reason why the 
bulk of the returning miners take their 
gold to San Francisco. There the 
weighing and assay are in charge of 
government, officials, and there is an as- 
surance of fairness which is not felt in 
dealing with private buyers. No doubt 
a Canadian mint at Victoria would bring 
a large volume of trade from the return 
ing miners to that city, for many who 
were destined for American cities would 
prefer to exchange their boxes and b:;gs 
of metal for commercial paper at tin 
first safe opportunity. The only objec- 
tion that can arise is on the ground of 
expense, certainly a. vital consideration 
in every proposal of economic legisla- 
tion. Nations are so jealous of the 
freedom of a circulating medium that 
they freely coin the metal presented at 
their mints, anil we are supplied with 
currency by the free coinage of the 
United States. Whether we should con- 
tinue to draw water from our neighbor's 
well is a question which the people of 
Victoria propose to bring before the 
consideration of the Dominion. 



WATER POWER DISPUTE.— The 
Greenwood Water Power company has 
been sustained in its right to the power 
at Boundary Falls. About two months 
ago the Cascade Water Power and Light 
company, which had secured an option 
on the Boundary Falls townsite, applied 
to Mr. Leonard Norris, the water com- 
missioner, for a record of 1,500 inches of 
water at Boundary Falls, and for the 
cancellation of a record of 1,500 inches 
held by the Greenwood company. The 
ease was tried before Mr. Norris, Mr. A. 
S. Black, of Greenwood and Mr. Senk- 
ler appearing for the Greenwood com- 
pany and Mr. ,T. W. Nelson, of Ross- 
land, for the Cascade company. After 
hearing the evidence, Mr. Norris asked 
for written arguments, which were put 
in by both sides. Mr. Norris has hand- 
ed down his decision. It is to the effect 
that he refuses to grant the record ask- 
ed for by the Cascade company, and also 
refuses to cancel the record of the Green- 
wood company. The decision secures the 
Greenwood company in their record. 
They have already expended about .$4,- 
000 in constructing a large dam above 
the falls, and are now negotiating for 
the purchase of a power mid lighting 
plant.

POST-MORTEM SIGNALS. 

The Czar's Chamberlain Would Pre- 
vent Premature Burials. 

Count Michael von Karnice Karnicki, 
the Czar's chamberlain, has invented 
and perfected an exceedingly clever ap- 
paratus for the prevention of that bug- 
bear of the nervous, a living burial. The 
apparatus was offered as a gift to the 
French government, who still have its 
acceptance under consideration. 

A tube protrudes four feet to four feet 
and a half above the surface of the 
grave, and upon the top of it is fixed a 
small metal box with n spring lid. 

To the lower end of the tube, which 
just enters the upper lid of the coffin, 
is fixed an india-rubber ball, charged 
pretty fully with air, so that the slight- 
est extra pressure upon it would cause 
a discharge of air upward through tin' 
tube, and thereby release the lid of the 
box, which springs open at the slightest 
pressure. 

The opening of the lid automatically 
raises n small flag, and sets an electric 
bell in motion, which rings immediately 
over (lie grave and in the sexton's house, 
where it also releases a flap, which indi- 
cates the grave over which the box ha 
opened. 

As will he seen, the slightest sign of 
breathing on the pail of the buried per 
son, or the slightest motion of the heart 
will suffice lo open the box and sound 
the alarm, and the open box, by a clever 
anil intricate little mechanism, pumps a 
sufficient quantity of air down into the 
COHln to preserve the buried person from 
suffocation while assistance is arriving. 

Count Karnicki, it may be added, is 
firmly convinced that thousands of per- 
sons are buried alive every year in a 
stale of lethargy. 



ROUTES TO THE YUKON. 

Attitude Taken by the Senate on This 
Important Question. 

As the Colonist has lately been dealing 
with railway communication with the Yu- 
kon, It may not be generally known that 
the Dominion senate by adopting the fol- 
lowing resolution shows where it stands 
on this Important question. 

(ith June, IMS— Moved by Senator Mac- 
donald, li. CO., seconded by Senator Allan, 
Toronto: 

Resolved,— That It Is desirable and neces- 
sary that an all-Canadian railway route 
from the Pacific coast to the Yukon dis- 
trict should be opened up without delay, 
m order to secure to the Dominion as 
much of the trade of that district as pos- 
sible—easy and continuous communication 
which would give cheap and safe trans- 
portation to passengers, food and other 
necessary supplies, the safe and rapid con- 
veyance of malls and bullion. 

That although such communication is a 
necessity, and the opinion Is generally 
held that the Yukon district should supply 
tho means to built its own railways— yet 
It does not follow that large grants of 
laud are necessary for the accomplishment 
of that purpose. 

That the granting or alienating a large 
area of land in that district to Individuals 
or companies would retard progress and 
development, create a monopoly Inimical 
to the freedom of selecting so necesary to 
successful prospecting, and the discovery 
of new and pro lit able mines by locking up 
such areas at pleasure. 

That any monopoly so given would re- 
duce the revenue producing capacity of the 
Vukon district— whilst the reservation of 
Its mineral lands for milling purposes only 
may reasonably be expected to yield In- 
creased revenues annually. 

That the mineral lands of that district 
are the cause, and source of all revenues 
produced, as from Its exceptionable prop- 
erties and position, commodities are im- 
ported yielding customs revenues In addi- 
tion to the direct revenue from the Industry 
of milling. 

That keeping in view the economical ad- 
ministration of that, district, compatible 
with every possible encouragement to min- 
ers and the mining Industry, there are 
good reasons, from the present Indica- 
tions, for expecting that the revenues of 
the Yukon district will be sufficient to de- 
fray the cost of establishing communica- 
tion and other legitimate charges. 

That It Is. therefore, desirable that the 
mineral lands of that district should he 
reserved for the country, the general pub- 
lic and for revenue purposes, for on wise 
and Judicious administration depends the 
progress and prosperity of the district. 

That the Yukon revenues for this year 
up to the '-"2nd May are $057,008, which, 
capitalized at li per cent, represents a 
capital of $21,000,000. 

That the alternate blocks of mineral 
lands reserved under government regula- 
tions In the richest known portions of the 
Yukon district places nt the disposal of 
the government valuable property which 
may readily be converted Into money and 
made avallilble In the prosecution and de- 
velopment of necessary public works In 
that district. 

That with such available resources and 
with an annual Income, the Yukon dis- 
trict can easily meet the cry— let the Yu- 
kon build Its own railways. 

That four hundred miles of n narrow 
gauge railway from a deep water harbor 
on the Pacific coast to Lake Teslln would 
cost about $15,000 tier mile, or a total of 
$6,000,000, of which Itrltlsh Columbia Is 
willing to contribute $1.(100,000. . which 
would leave $4,400,000 chargeable to thp 
Yukon district, representing an annual 
chnrge on Its revenues at 3 per cent, of 
$132,000. 

That the question of communleat Ion with 
the Yukon district enn be easily adjusted 
on business principles without being a 
charge on the consolidated revenue proper 
of the Dominion, from the producing ca- 
pacity of that district, without weaken- 
ing or lessening Its revenue producing 
capacity, but, on the contrary, with rail- 
way communication, stimulating and In- 
creasing such capacltv.

COLUMBIA RIVER SALMON. 

Large Fall Park Brings the Season's 
Total Close to Half a Million. 

The Columbia, river salmon canneries 
have closed their fall season, with a 
pack estimated at 115,000 eases. The 
amount of fall salmon put up is the 
largest in the history of the Columbia, 
and the prices paid were among the 
best. 

The spring pack on the Columbia 
readied :!S,'(,. r i0O cases, and the total for 
the year is thus 498,500 cases. Last 
year's pack was 518,200 cases, and in 
189G the total output was 501,200 cases. 
The Columbia is thus not far short of 
her average for the past ten years, 
though the percentage of full fish is very 
large.
